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It will be obserred that there is heavy deciease in passenger earnings 
undei 2nd class traffic and trivial decrease in Inter class traffic over the J odh- 
pur Railway The deciease in 2nd class traffic is partly due to reduction in 
numbei of passengers and partly to reduction in the average distance travel- 
led in comparison with last year The decrease under Inter class is trivial 
and calls for no remarks As regards increase in passenger earnings over 
Jodhpur Railway under 1st and especially under 3id class traffic is due to 
opening of Samdari-Jalor Section 

Over the Jodhpur-Hyderabad and Mirpui Khas-Khadro Railways there 
are decreases in all classes except 1st class, the reasons foi which are (1) 
heavy breaches over both the Railways during the months of July and 
August, (2) Pir Pithoro Fan having not been held due to outbreak of 
cholei-aiu Sind during the month of September and (3) general depression 
in the movement of passenger traffic 

7 Goods Traffic ^ — The total earnings from goods traffic of the 
seveial Railwajs comprising the system amounted to Rs 48,94,022/- as 
compaied with Rs 54,71,651/- in 1928 29 

The decrease in the goods earnings m the year under review, therefore, 
IS Rs 5,77,629/- 

The weight earned in the year under review is 1,012,161 tons against 
877,620 tons in 1928 29 « e , an increase of 134,541 tons 


The following table shows tons cained and earmngs derived therefrom 
for the various Railways comprising the system* — 



It will be observed from the foregoing table that over Jodhpur Railway 
(Jodhpur Section) and Jodhpur Hyderabad Railway (British Section) there 
are increases undei tonnage hauled while decreases under eaimngs acciued 
therefrom It is, therefore, obvious that during the year, undei review, 
goods traffic was cained to shorter distances over both the Railways men- 
tioned above, notwithstanding general depression in trade and carnage of 
considerable amount of low rate traffic During the year under review, 
the number of average miles a*ton of goods was carried on the whole system 
IS 123 against 156 in 1928-29, i e , 33 miles less.

Rice not m the husk —Increase of Es 58,581/- is due to greater tnflic 
from via Hydeinbad (Sind) to stations on Jodhpui Eailw ly and on the 
B. B &-C I Railway via Marwai Railway Junction 
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/ Wheat. — The increase of Es. 24,213/- is entirely due to exceptionally 
unproved traffic from via Chilo and via Sujangarh to stations on Jodhpur 
Eailway (Jodhpur Section) Last year the freight earned on the traffic from 
via Chilo and Sujangarh to stations on Jodhpui Kaihvay amounted to 
Es. 5,994/- whereas this year it amounts to Es 1,05,949/- which has resulted 
m an inciease of Es. 99,955/- which has compensated the big fall m cross 
traffic this year 

Jawar and Bajra — The increase of Es 86,747/- is almost entirely due 
to heavier bookings from via Kuchaman Eoad, via Marwar Eailway Junc- 
tion and via Hyderabad (Sind) to stations on Jodhpur Eailway (Jodhpur 
Section) 

Marble and Stone — The increase of Es 68,140/- is chiefly due to 
greater tiaffic from Fedusar Quarries to stations on the Jodhpur Eailway 
(Jodhpur Section) and to N W Eailway stations via Hyderabad (Sind) 

^ Salt — The mcrease of Es 1,04,252/- is due chiefly to larger bookings 
of salt from Pachpadra to stations beyond via Kuchaman Eoad and Marwar 
Eailway Junction on account of retention of special rates The rise via 
Kuchaman Eoad is striking in as much as it alone contributes an increase of 
Es. 93,000/- 

Wood Unwrought. — The increase of Es. 7,424/- is due to increases 
under tiaffic from via Marwar Eailway Junction and Hyderabad (Sind) to 
stations on Jodhpur Eailway (Jodhpur Section) and via Kuchaman Eoad to 
stations on Jodhpur-Hyderabad Eailway 

Petrol — Consequent on the development of use of motor cars and also 
the increased facilities provided for its carnage on this Eailway this traffic 
IS increasing There is an mcrease of Es 37,006/- under petrol in bulk and 
a deciease of Es 14,327/- under petrol in tms but on the whole there is net 
increase of Es 22,679/- 

Fodder. — The increase of Rs 16,862/-is mainly due to local bookings 
on Jodhpur Railway (Jodhpur Section) 

Iron & Steel Wrought — The increase of Es 26,675/- is due to (a) 
extra-ordinary rise in traffic from via Kuchaman Road to stations on Jodhpur 
Hyderabad Railway, and (b) greater traffic from via Hydeiabad (Sind) and 
Marwar Eailway Junction to stations on the Jodhpur Railway (Jodhpur 
Section) 

Kerosine Oil — There is an increase of Rs 22,026/- under kerosine oil 
m tins and a deciease of Rs 3,056/- under keiosine oil in bulk leaving net 
inciease of Rs 18,970/- which is due to greatei tiaffic from via Hyderabad 
(Sind) to stations on the Jodhpui Railway, B B & C I. Railway and on 
the Bikaner State Railway 

Provisions — The increase of Rs 63,426/- is due to (a) rise m cioss 
traffic from almost all vias, (b) inciease in tiaffic from via Marwar Railway 
Junction and Kuchaman Road to stations on Jodhpui and Jodhpur 
Hyderabad Railways, and (c) from via Hyderabad (Sind) to stations on 
Jodhpui Railway (Jodhpur Section) 
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Live Stock.— The increase of Rs 18,520/- is duo partly to more local 
tiaffic and paitly to enhanced foreign outa\ard tiaflit

line was closed £rom the 27th to 30th July Due to minor breaches the 
Samsari-Jalor Branch was closed £rom the 27th July to Ist August 

In Sind most exceptional heavy rams and consequent floods occurred 
in July and August lendermg a large part o£ the countiy watei-logged and 
the passage o£ trams ovei unballasted track extremely difficult. 

No bleaches necessitating cancellation o£ trams occuired m the mam 
line although veiy extensive measures o£ bank piotection and provision o£ 
ballast had to be undertaken Over lightly ballasted portions o£ the track 
the tram service was only maintained with great difficulty and under very 
severe lestrictions o£ speed 

On the Jhudo Biapch the line was flooded in several places £or consi-
